The festival starts with local area schools 
performing at District Festivals across 
Ontario. The best productions are 
chosen to go on to 5 Regional 
Festivals, from which 15 outstanding sears 
productions are invited to perform at ‘ 
the All Ontario Showcase in May. At Ontario 
all 3 levels of the festival, students are Drama 
eligible for adjudicator’s awards of :

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-Masks 


The twenty-six masks were designed and built by Chris Moore, who drew 
his inspiration from influences as varied as Paleolithic Cave Art, Gothic 
statues, gargoyles, and ceremonial masks. Each mask was built on a 
mask-form, built up with paper-mache, then adorned with varied media; 
each mask represents the physical, spiritual and magical qualities of the 
characters in Inook and the Sun. Melanie Birdsey, Melanie Kowalski and 
Rachel Parks assisted with the painting of the masks. 


Sound 


All of the sound behind Inook and the Sun is original, created, performed 
and recorded specifically for the play. The music and many of the sound 
effects were composed and performed by Joel Parkins ona GibsonLes Paul 
guitar, processed through a Digitech RPI effects unit. Joel also played the 
pipes. Steve Fish did the vocals. Percussion was played by Joel Parkins, 
Steve Fish and Andy Schneider. Mr. Pereira and Andy Schneider recorded 
and mixed the sound, assisted by Drew Brenders. Some final overdubs 
were done by Mr. Don Baker, with input from all the musicians. During 
the performance the sound board operator is Andy Schneider, assisted by 
Drew Brenders. 


Lights 
The light design is by Brent Morton, who also operates the light board 
during the performance, assisted by John Oniszeczko.

The Backstage crew is supervised by Mr. Paul Laxon. Melanie Birdsey, 
Chris Moore, Paul Morland and Rachel Parks manage the masks and the 
properties.
